Community Learning Center in Gorham. (Placed on the Warrant by the petition of 15 
Randolph residents). 


Authorize the Selectmen to accept two tracts of land, Tax Map R14, Lots 3, 4 and 3A, 
totaling approximately 79 acres straddling Route 2 near the intersection with Valley 
Road, (known as the “Farrar Farm”) and further designate this land as Town Forest 
Land. The parcel will provide a connection of permanently protected land between the 
existing Randolph Community Forest in the north and the White Mountain National 
Forest in the south. These transactions are to involve no town appropriations. 


To see if the Town will vote to establish a contributory trust fund under the provisions of 
RSA 31:19 to be called the Israel’s River Headwaters Conservation Land Trust 
Fund. The purpose of the fund shall be to acquire lands or conservation easement 
interests therein from willing landowners over lands which either abut the so-called 
“Farrar Farm” land (consisting of Tax Map R14, Lots 3, 3A and 4), or which are within 
that portion of the Israel River drainage which lies within Randolph, to the south of US 
Route 2, and to the north of the White Mountain National Forest. The Selectmen are 
authorized, indefinitely until specifically rescinded, to accept grants and donations 

to the Fund, and to expend the Fund for the stated purposes, without further town 
meeting approval. Donations to the Fund shall be accompanied by a written document 
referring to the Fund by name. All amounts in the Fund shall be held in a separate 
account and not commingled with other Town funds, as provided in RSA 31:19 and 
31:19-a. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen, indefinitely until specifically 
rescinded, to accept voluntary donations of conservation easements from willing 
landowners over lands which either abut the so-called “Farrar Farm” land (consisting 
of Tax Map R14, Lots 3, 3A and 4), or which are within that portion of the Israel 
River drainage which lies within Randolph, to the south of US Route 2, and to the 
north of the White Mountain National Forest. Such easements, when acquired, shall 
complement and enhance the goals of the existing Randolph Community Forest, and 
shall be deemed appurtenant thereto, and the Selectmen shall assign responsibility for 
monitoring such easements to the Planning Board and the Randolph Forest 
Commission, with the cost of monitoring is to be paid from the Community Forest 
Revolving Fund. 


Conditionally authorize the Selectmen to designate the approximately 4.5 Acre parcel 
of land shown on Randolph Tax Map R14 as Lot 5 and located on the north side of 
Route 2 (abutting “the Farrar Farm” to the east) acquired by a tax collector’s deed in 
1946 as Town Forest Land and make it part of the Randolph Community Forest. This 
authority to go into effect only if and when the Farrar Farm becomes a part of the 
Randolph Community Forest.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 2012 


This was the year of the road with its dust, noise and other assorted inconveniences but we all 
persevered and now have a road that should last for many years. 


The project geared up in earnest during March. Meetings were held in Concord with the various 
State boards and almost daily discussions took place regarding procedures. In April both 
temporary and permanent easements were procured, road design meetings with H.E.B and 
D.O.T took place and pre-bidding information sessions were held. In May the bids came in and 
on May 17" Nelson Communications Service of Center Conway was awarded the contract for 
the Randolph Hill Road Reconstruction Project with a low bid of $1,273,872.50. Construction 
started right away and progressed smoothly through the summer with the only major glitch 
being considerably more blasting and ledge removal than anticipated. 


Then came Irene with her 7 to 8 inches of water. Thanks to the above and beyond efforts of 
many people in town we were able to prevent what could have been a complete washout of 
the road. This set back construction but we were still able to get the road paved in October. The 
crew will return in the late spring to correct any damage or other concerns and finish seeding 
and matting. 


Floods were abundant this year with water going over the dam three times. The first one took 
out a small section of the dam and destroyed the raft; this damage was repaired and the raft 
replaced. The third flood, Hurricane Irene, caused severe damage and the Town is currently 
working with FEMA to obtain funds to repair it. Don’t look for a quick fix; there is more damage 
than just the top portion. 


If anything good can come out of a hurricane, Irene did allow us to test our Emergency 
Management Plan. Fire, Police and the Selectmen were mobilized. The Town Hall was declared 
a base station and shelter, and then manned around the clock for a day and a half. Nobody 
showed up, which was good. 


In December our Road Agent Mike Gray resigned to take a fulltime job. Mike worked out an 
agreement with his new employer whereby he would be able to cover plowing etc. until we 
were able to find a replacement. Thanks to both Mike and his new employer for their 
cooperation in this matter. And a big thank-you to Mike and Gina for a job well done as Road 
Agent and employee of Randolph. 


We posted the Road Agent’s job, received several responses, narrowed the field to two and 
chose Kevin Rousseau of Randolph. For those of you who don’t know Kevin (and | doubt there 
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are many,) he is a member of both the Randolph Fire and Police Departments and has plowed 
for us when needed in the past. 


This year our Assessors will be starting the revaluation process for our upcoming 2014 
revaluation of all property in Randolph. This revaluation is required by the State of N.H to be 
done every five years. In the past the measuring and viewing segment has been done in one 
year. However the Selectmen feel that because of Randolph’s large number of properties that 
can only be entered by the assessor during the summer months both the Town and the 
residents would be best served by a two year venue.

The Randolph fire Department had a quiet year again in 2011. The majority of 
the department’s calls continue to be for assisting the ambulance at motor vehicle 
accidents. There were no major fires in Randolph again this year. We continue to be 
active in the North Pac Mutual Aid System assisting other departments in Coos County, 
with the majority of the assistance going to the towns of Gorham and Jefferson. 

The biggest change for the fire department is the purchase of our replacement fire 
engine. Kevin Rousseau and I traveled to Pennsylvania to look at the fire engine which 
had previously been owned by Bennington, VT. On our recommendation, the town was 
able to purchase the truck which is a 32 year upgrade. This new fire truck has a larger 
pump, more water capacity, and is in excellent condition. This replacement fire engine 
should service the town for years to come. 

The fire department continues to have a firehouse pancake breakfast in August. 
This seems to have become a town favorite that residents look forward to. The fire 
fighters enjoy the activity as well as many residents which is evident by the cooks that 
come to the station to assist us. As always thank you for the support and assistance. 

The department also continues to hold a Christmas party for the children of 
Randolph. Once again this was a huge success with the children showing us their talents 
and receiving a special gift from Santa. Santa did his annual reading of ‘Twas the Night 
before Christmas” for a captive audience. This year the party had a record breaking 
crowd as the town opened another holiday season. A good time was enjoyed by everyone 
who attended. 

As in the past, we are always looking for people to join the Randolph Fire 
Department. We continue to seek men and women over the age of 18 who are interested 
in helping in any way. This year the department did not gain any members. 

Again, I would like to thank the members for their continued support and 
dedication to the town and their department. 

As a reminder, the town has chimney brushes which are available for use by 
anyone in town and can be obtained at the fire department. Another important safety tip 
for all homes is to remember to change the batteries in your smoke detectors. Another 
good investment for your home is the purchase of a carbon monoxide detector. Have a 
fire safe year in 2012.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603- 
271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New 
Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at 
www.nhdfl.org. 








Both in terms of the number of fires, as well as the number of acres burned, this past fire season was the smallest since records have been 
kept. Extensive rainfall virtually all season long kept the fire danger down. When fires did start they were kept very small. The largest 
fire for the season was only 5.4 acres which occurred in Littleton on May 2nd 2011. There was however a small window of high fire 
danger in the northern third of the state during July when little rainfall was recorded. During this time there were a number of lightning 
started fires which are fairly unusual in New Hampshire. As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints have 
limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to Class III or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the 
number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and 
accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting was supplemented by contracted aircraft and the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire 
danger was especially high. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes 
and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2011 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest 
fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions 
include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of 
flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www. firewise.org. Please help Smokey 
Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

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Randolph Cemetery Report 2011 


The cemetery committee has been very active this year with changes in areas of personnel, upkeep to 
Durand Road Cemetery, and revisions to cemetery documents 


Long time trustee and chairman, Jim (George) Baldwin has retired to southern climates. We wish 
him well and thank him for his steadfast service and guidance to the Cemetery Committee and the 
people of Randolph. We understand that Jim and Harriet will not totally abandon Randolph but will 
return as part of the summer crowd and hopefully a visit to the Cemetery Committee. 


Replacing Jim as trustee is Karen Eitel, a longtime member of Randolph. Karen has been a valued 
Trustee in the document revision processes. 


Suzie Santos 3 year term ends, but has again, thankfully, added her name to the ballot box for an 
additional 3 years. 


During the year we have had 3 Burials in the Durand Road Cemetery, and one purchased lot at the 
Randolph Hill Cemetery. Mowing continues to be done by Bill Arnold. This year we also had 
growing vegetation removed from the perimeter of the Durand Road Cemetery by Larry Martin. Also, 
a number of gravestones were reset; there are about 2 or 3 more stones that will need attention this 
summer. Again we ask those that place gravesite flowers or other memorabilia to follow the 
guidelines for placement and removal, which will aid in the maintenance of the Cemetery. 


The Durand Road Cemetery lots are all taken (full). The Randolph Hill Cemetery has around 250 
surveyed lots that are available. These are located at the upper end of the Cemetery above the road 
from west to east toward the flagpole. Suzie Santos has a map showing lot availability, but all 
Trustees are able to help identify surveyed lots. 


We have been revising and streamlining the Bylaws and Regulations, the Application of Right to 
Burial, and the Certificate of Right to Inter documents. These revisions should make it easier for lot 
selection and future interment minimizing the involvement of a mortician or a monument provider. 
Copies of these documents are posted at the Town Hall and/or available from Trustees. 


Purchase lot price is $525 which includes perpetual care and the required 4 corner lot markers; these 
are placed by Cemetery Trustees. Once purchased, both documents above will be filed with Suzie 
Santos. Lot size is ample enough for one full casket burial plus (3) cremations or if all cremations, 
the maximum number is (6) per lot. Each Right to Inter has a filing fee of $25 which provides State 
required records for burials in the Town of Randolph. 


As always, all Cemetery Trustees are available to address and questions or issues.

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2011 Annual Report of the 
Randolph Conservation Commission 


The RCC continues to fulfill its mandate, which under the provision of RSA 
36-A:2 is “...[to protect the] watershed resources of said...town...[the 
commission] shall keep an index of all marshlands, swamps and all other 
wetlands...” 


John Severance and Elise Lawson of Watershed to Wildlife have been 
contracted by the RCC “...to identify, assess, map, and rank water resources 
and wetlands within the portion of the Israel River watershed..., [including] 
the non-conserved areas—approximately 710 acres of the Town.” 


W to W has concentrated its expertise on the Israel River flood plain and 
wetlands from Bowman Divide west to the Randolph Town Line. This 
scientific study or inventory of the “basin” has yielded information which 
will be utilized to protect/conserve sensitive areas of the watershed. W to W 
spent a full day on-site, walking the entire area: taking core soil samples, 
photographing numerous areas of interest, keeping copious notes, and 
enlisting the aid of three members of the RCC in the process. The bulk of its 
time has been collating information, which already exists in various venues, 
to give the Town a comprehensive overview of the resources of the Israel 
River area: its soils, unique features, water quality, wildlife habitat, 
vegetation, and so forth. 


Of special concern to the Commission continues to be the well-publicized 
and transparent business of the study. To this end, the RCC obtained 
permission for W to W to go on private property, should the need arise. In 
addition, the RCC has worked closely with the Randolph Planning Board 
insuring cooperation and concensus between the two local entities. 


W to W submitted a first draft of Functional Assessment of Wetlands 
Throughout the Israel River Area of Randolph, NH in December for review 
by RCC. The document was then returned for final revisions. W to W will 
report to all residents of Randolph interested in its findings in August, 2012, 
at a public meeting to be held in the Town Hall. (This date was selected so 
that summer residents could attend the presentation. )

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Forest Commission Report 
2011 


The past year marked the 10" anniversary of the creation of the Randolph Community Forest. Looking 
back at the past 10 years activities we feel the community can be proud of what has been accomplished. 


The Randolph Community Forest has been heralded as a national model for Community Forests and has 
inspired many other towns to create Community Forests of their own. During the past 10 years the 
Randolph Community Forest has hosted groups from all parts of this country and from as far away as 
central Europe and India, as others who would like to better connect to their forested landscape came to 
Randolph to learn of the successes that are possible in creating and managing a Community Forest. 


The Randolph Community Forest and the Forest Commission would like to highlight some of the 
accomplishments of the past 10 years. 


A Stewardship plan was prepared for the forest which outlined timber harvest opportunities as 
well as public access, recreational use and wildlife priorities. 


Activity managers were selected for our hiking and snowmobiling trails networks as well as our 
mineral resources. 


Each summer on the first Saturday in August the Forest Commission and our Forestry Team host 
an annual Community Forest educational tour highlighting activity occurring on the Forest. 


Two parcels of land at the end of the Randolph Hill Road have been added to the forest to allow 
for a trailhead and parking area to be completed this upcoming year ensuring the preservation of 
public access to the hiking trails of the Crescent Range. 


Several timber harvests have been completed providing wood fiber to help support our important 
local wood based industries, providing employment opportunities for our local loggers, and an 
income stream to the Community Forest to self sustain general maintenance and important 
projects and improvements on the land. 

Timber tax revenues have been paid to the town in excess of $20,000.00 from timber harvests. 
Wildlife habitat improvements to include 14 acres of wildlife openings created, 59 acres of aspen 
and alder regeneration completed, installation of 15 transects for the study and monitoring of 
wildlife and fauna, and improvements to stream crossings to improve the water quality on the 


forest. 


Constructed a parking area at the entrance of the forest on the Pond of Safety Road and extensive 
work on the Pond of Safety Road itself to improve public access to the forest in that region. 


Received certification with the American Tree Farm program. 


Maintained and improved approx. 15 miles of forest access roads, culverts were replaced, ditches 
cleared of debris and brush was cut back from the roadsides. 


Forest openings were mowed and enhanced for wildlife and access. 
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In April of this past year, the Randolph Community Forest was recognized by the US Forest Service with 
an Eastern Region Award for “Protecting Ecosystems Across Boundaries” at a ceremony held at Forest 
Service headquarters in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. This award applauded the dedication of the Randolph 
Forest Commission and the town in managing the lands of the Randolph Community Forest in 
consideration of the greater landscape surrounding the forest. It also complimented the Randolph 
Community Forest for utilizing regional partners to expand the amount of land managed for conservation 
and public benefit; and in working to restore the forest and water resources of the land through exemplary 
stewardship of those resources. 


US Forest Service supervisor Tom Wagner called the Randolph Community Forest “a model of citizen 
ownership and engagement,” and “an exemplary shared resource.” 


During the annual summer tour in August, the Community Forest celebrated its 10" anniversary at a 
ceremony and gathering of many of the people who early on had the vision, and dedicated the energy 
necessary to ensure that the Randolph Community Forest became a reality. After recognizing many of 
the folks in attendance for their role, a tour by our forestry team reviewed some of the recent projects on 
the forest. This included stops at a recently created permanent wildlife opening, the review of some areas 
of aspen and alder regeneration, and a visit of a stream crossing which was improved by removing the 
existing culverts which washed out every year and replacing those culverts with a bridge. Our forester 
also took some time to discuss some of the recent timber harvests that had occurred and their management 
objectives. 


In 2001 when the Community Forest was created, one of the promises to the tax payers of the town was 
that the forest would be economically self sustaining. At that time it was projected that the first 20 years 
of revenue from timber harvests would be lean due to the extensive cutting that had occurred by the 
previous landowner as a result of the 1998 ice storm. Through the prudent management of the revenue 
that has occurred from timber harvests to date, payments in lieu of taxes are now being made to the town 
from the forestry account. These payments are being initiated 10 years earlier than originally projected 
starting with a payment of $5000.00 this year. 


This upcoming year the Forest Commission and our Forestry Team will be initiating the process of 
updating the Stewardship Plan for the next 10 years. As part of that process we will be hosting one or 
more meetings to gather public input as to any suggestions or guidance folks may have as to priorities or 
objectives the Forest Commission should consider as we prepare the goals and objectives for management 
of the forest for the next 10 years. We encourage the public’s thoughts and comments. We anticipate that 
a draft of the plan will be ready during the summer of 2013 for adoption by the end of that year. 


As always, we encourage everyone to take an opportunity to explore this very special forest.

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Planning Board Annual Report 
2011 


This past year was a quite one for the Planning Board with no major projects being presented for 
action or review. 


At the 2011 town meeting voters approved several changes to the Land Use Ordinance as 
presented on the warrant and those articles are now a part of the towns Land Use Ordinance. 


Also in March the Planning Board hosted the annual Municipal Law Update meeting which 
consisted of a review of any new laws passed by the legislature and an explanation and 
discussion of how they may affect current subdivision and land use regulations as adopted by the 
town. 


Of concern and conversation among the board during the past year is the discussion taking place 
in the county and the state about the proposed route of the Northern Pass Project and what 
measures if any the town could take in the event a route through Randolph was chosen for this 
energy project. 


Concurrently this past fall several of the wooden pole structures serving the existing power line 
in the Randolph valley were replaced with new poles which were approx 11-15 feet taller than 
those that previously existed. 


While it does not appear that these new structures will change the overall appearance of the 
power lines that run east/west through the town, it certainly justified the conversation of what 
role can the town play in future upgrades to the high voltage power lines that travel across the 
landscape in the community. That discussion continues. 


The Planning Board also held a public meeting to elicit comments and ultimately approved 
asking the Selectmen to place four related articles on the town warrant with the purpose of 
protecting the wetlands and lowlands along the Israel’s River and to create a more substantial 
north/south corridor linking the Community Forest to the North with the Israel’s River and White 
Mountain National Forest to the south. A key centerpiece of this project is the Farrar Farm, an 80 
acre farmstead of fields, forests and wetlands allowing for the creation of this north/south link. 


The Board also attended to its responsibilities involving the Randolph Community Forest which 
included reviewing and approving the upcoming year’s proposed forest budget. The Planning 
Board also has the duty to review and approve the adoption and any amendments to the Town 
Forest Stewardship Plan and any proposed upcoming timber harvests. 


The Planning Board meets on the first Thursday of each month and the public is invited 
and encouraged to attend.

2011 ANNUAL REPORT OF DISTRICT ACTIVITIES 


The AVRRDD 2011 Budget apportionment for our member municipalities 
totaled $441,800. A surplus of $328,976.59 from the 2010 budget was used to 
reduce apportionments with a net budget of $112,823.41. The net budget was 
reduced further with fifty percent (50%) of each members share being covered by 
the Mt. Carberry Landfill Budget. The proportionate share of the credit for the 
Town of Randolph was $4,282.26 reducing your gross apportionment of 
$4,132.42 to a credit of $149.84 with no billing to the town. Preliminary 
reconciliation of the 2011 budget shows a surplus of approximately $221,078.24 
being available to credit toward 2012 apportionments. In addition, for 2012, 
member municipalities will only be billed twenty-five percent (25%) of their net 
apportionment due with the other seventy-five percent (75%) being 
covered by the Mt. Carberry Landfill Budget. 


Our Materials Recycling Facility marketed a total of 1,510.95 tons of 
recyclables, for the period January 1, 2011 through December 31, 2011, 
representing $163,278.98 of marketing income to the District. 


For calendar year 2011, our Transfer Station received 2,685 deliveries from 
District residents for a total of 724.45 tons of bulky waste and construction and 
demolition debris. In addition, our 294 commercial accounts delivered 315.52 tons 
of bulky waste and construction and demolition debris and 209.87 tons of wood. 
Recycling at the Transfer Station consisted of 922.41 tons of wood that was 
processed through a grinder, 270.20 tons of scrap metal 370.93 tons of leaf and 
yard waste and 78.08 tons of brush which was chipped with the District owned 
chipper. In addition, 298 refrigerators/air conditioners; 725 propane tanks; 5,087 
tires; 18,400 feet of fluorescent bulbs; 672 fluorescent U tubes and HID lamps; 305 
pounds of ballasts and 55.58 tons of electronics were recycled. We also received 
1,955 gallons of waste oil from our residents which was used in our waste oil 
furnace to heat the recycling center. Transfer Station recycling income totaled 
$43,646.60. The Recycling Center and Transfer Station are operated, under 
contract with the District, by FERCO Recycling, Inc. of Berlin. 


Election of officers was held at the District Annual Meeting in April 2011: 
Linda Cushman of Jefferson was re-elected Chairman; Ray Aube of Randolph was 
re-elected Vice Chairman and Clara Grover of Errol was re-elected Secretary- 
Treasurer. Other District Representatives are: Raymond Holt of Dummer, Yves 
Zornio of Gorham, Thomas McCue of Berlin, Paul Grenier for the Coos County 
Unincorporated Places, Richard Lamontagne of Milan, Winston Hawes of 
Northumberland and George Bennett of Stark. 


In June, the District conducted its twentieth annual Household Hazardous 
Waste Collection Day. The collection was held at the District Transfer Station with 
328 households participating. The project was funded through the District 
Household Hazardous Waste Fund with a $15,000 payment from the Mt. Carberry 
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Landfill Budget. No assessment was made to the District communities. In addition, 
a grant from the State of New Hampshire reimbursed the District at twelve cents 
($.12) per capita. The next Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day will be held 
Saturday, June 2, 2012 at the District Transfer Station. 


2011 was the ninth year of operations for the AVRRDD- Mt. Carberry Landfill. 
Since purchasing the landfill in December 2002, no assessments have been made to 
the District municipalities for Mt. Carberry Landfill operations, with income raised 
through landfill tipping fees covering operating expenses. The landfill is operated, 
under contract with the District, by Cianbro Corp.

Collection of Weather and Snow Data — Students collect and supply data to the NH Fish & Game Department to help 
monitor conditions affecting the local deer population; 

FRC Project Youth students planned and planted flowers and plants around the sign at Libby Pool. The plants were started 
by seed indoors and the students tended the plants until they were ready for transplanting outdoors. 

The Summer Project Youth Program collaborated this year with the Gorham Recreation Department; Summer Program 
youth also created a Community Vegetable Garden at the Ed Fenn School which was funded in part by Scotts Miracle Grow. 
Gorham students will be participating in the Music from the Forest and Other Unexpected Places. In partnership with the 
Arts Alliance of Northern New Hampshire and the New Hampshire State Council on the Arts, a roster artist known as the 
Junk Man will be providing programming for the Afterschool Program. Students will then be performing for the community. 


Family Support Programs: The FRC continues to deliver quality family support services to local families including Toddler 
Time for area families. At Toddler Time infant to age 3 children and their caregivers are provided healthy activities designed to 
improve relationships and strengthening parenting capacity. In the Deployment Cycle Support Program FRC staff provides 
supportive services to area families whose parent or child is engaged in the pre-deployment, deployment and post deployment 
cycle of US military service. FRC’s In Home Family Support Programs brings experienced case workers into the homes of 
local families to help heal family dynamics and provide support and referral services to re-energize positive family relationships 
and re-engage these families into the fabric of the community. In 2010, with the continuous generous support of local 
businesses, we continued our traditions of supplying area families & children with school supplies, winter coats & gear and 
holiday food baskets and gifts. We continue to host Senior Meals on a weekly basis and otherwise make the FRC available 
for community gatherings and meetings. Given our current economic climate these assistance programs were particularly 
welcomed by many. 


Working Families Program: 53 area families reaped the benefits of FRC’s free Volunteer Tax Assistance Program (VITA) 
in 2010. County wide a total of 369 Families collected $526,716 in Federal Income Tax returns due to the FRC’s VITA 
program. FRC’s 4" annual ‘Roll Your Change Week’ helped Coos families bank an additional $67,691. Over 18 area students 
participated in ‘Roll Your Change’. 


We sincerely thank the people of Randolph for their past and continuing support of the FRC. We are proud of the many 
relationships we have forged as we work together towards a healthy and vibrant place for families. We look forward to many 
years of continued collaboration with our neighbors here in Randolph.
